THE  GREATEST  COIN  COLLECTOR  OF  ALL  TIME? 

Reprinted  from  Augusta  & Alfred  Szego rs  SECOND  BULLETIN  FOR  1979 

Who  was  the  greatest  coin  collector  of  all  time?  At  least  who  formed 
the  largest  collection  every  assembled?  It  is  hard  to  say,  but  to  all 
evidence  this  honor  may  well  go  to  Karl  Hollshek,  an  Austrian.  It  took 
20  auctions  (1957-64)  to  disperse  his  collection  of  c. 220, 000  coins, 
mostly  central  European  but  also  including  coins  from  all  periods 
throughout  the  world.  The  Viennese  firm  of  Dorotheum  who  handled  the 
sale  was  very  meager  with  catalog  descriptions  and  illustrations,  un- 
fortunately. Thus  these  catalogs  are  of  limited  utility  as  references 
today.

As  Paul  Bosco  knows,  I don't  often  agree  with  him!  But  he  also  knows 
that  I don't  often  agree  with  anyone!  I do  agree  with  Paul's  comments 
on  vinyl  flips  (NIBj  Jan.  '79,  plO) . 

They  (vinyl  flips)  are  the  abomination  of  numismatics!  I have  seen 
too  many  nice  coins  go  bad  in  vinyl  to  ever  think  of  using  it.  Above 
all  - don't  use  vinyl  of  European  make.  ALL  vinyl  is  a petroleum  pro- 
duct. Thus  - sulphur  content.  That's  what  causes  harm.  I believe 
the  long  term  effect  on  copper  will  be  a disaster!  I KNOW  (from  sad 
experience)  that  vinyl  can  totally  ruin  a proof  surface.  PLEASE  - 
don't  put  proof  coins  in  vinyl! 


Also  - avoid  vinyl  coin  pages  of  South  Africa  origin  (I  assume  they  are 
made  in  Europe).  They  are  a disaster!  I suggest  using  2 x 2's  with  a 
mylar  insert.  Be  sure  to  follow  Paul's  advice  regarding  caution  with 
staples.  He's  right  again!  I must  be  getting  old  - agreeing  with 
someone  twice  in  one  day! 


To  make  up  for  so  much  agreeing.  I'll  disagree  with  Gerald  Easton  ( NIB3 
Jan.  '79,  p31).  Newfoundland  was/is  not  the  only  British  Colony  to 
issue  a gold  coin.  Hong  Kong  and  British  Virgin  Islands  are  still  Brit- 
ish colonies.  Both  have  issued  gold  coins.  To  say  nothing  of  my  favor- 
ite "hangout"  BERMUDA  - also  still  a colony  and  issuing  gold  coins  like 
mad!  Questionable  coins?  OK.  But  legal  tender  nevertheless!

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IDENTIFICATION,  PLEASE? 

Background  Information  on  "ONE  JOE"  Banknote  in  December  Issue 

Regarding  the  banknote  in  December  ID,  Please?  column  {BIB,  Dec.  1978, 
p383) , I can  give  the  following  information: 

In  1720  John  V of  Portugal  (1706-50)  authorized  a new  mint  at  Villa 
Rica  de  Ouro  Preto  in  the  Brazilian  mining  province  of  Minas  Gerais. 
There  and  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  a series  of  large  gold  portrait  coins  was 
struck  from  1722  onward.  The  series  was  based  on  the  dobra  weighing 
one  Portuguese  onga  of  gold.  It  was  formed  by  dividing  this  coin  by 
two  down  to  the  crusado  or  1/32  part  of  the  dobra.  Strictly  speaking, 
the  half  dobra  of  6400  reis  was  the  Joannes,  but  in  America  and  the 
West  Indies  the  half  Joannes  was  called  Joan  , later  Joe.  The  word 
comes  from  the  name  of  the  king  (Joannes) . 

As  a consequence  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  the  Dutch  colonies  were  oc- 
cupied by  the  British.  At  the  surrender  (1796)  of  Demerara  and  Esse- 
quibo  (named  after  two  rivers  in  what  is  now  Guyana)  the  Joe  was  the 
standard  of  value  and  practically  the  sole  circulating  medium  apart 
from  a few  Dutch  and  other  coins.  On  29th  October  1798  the  Court  of 
Policy,  a colonial  governing  council,  stated  that  "there  are  none  or 
very  few  other  coins  than  Joe's  in  circulation  here".  It  directed 
that  no  other  Johanneses  shall  be  legal  tender  for  22  Guilders^  but 
those  of  gold  and  weighing  7 engels  weight.  Also  the  double,  the  half, 
the  fourth  and  the  eighth  part  in  proportion  coins  weighing  less 
would  be  stamped  ED  (Craig  3a)  and  would  then  continue  to  circulate 
until  22nd  August  1799.  After  this  date,  they  would  cease  to  be  legal 
tender . 


In  1808  the  colony  was  again  plagued  by  counterfeit,  clipped,  plugged 
and  sweated  Joes.  On  the  basis  of  a memorial  of  the  Court  of  Policy 
all  Joes  were  called  in  and  replaced  by  paper  money  called  "Colony 
Goods"  from  the  text  "Good  with  the  Colonies".  To  cover  the  loss  in- 
curred by  counterfeit  and  plugged  coins,  that  were  accepted  as  good 
Joes,  a silver  token  coinage  was  struck  (Craig  6-10),  its  fineness 
reduced  to  .816-2/3.  The  gold  was  melted  in  England  and  the  proceeds 
were  invested,  which  explains  the  text  on  the  note  "On  Colonial  and 
Funded  Security".  Later  issues  were  based  on  the  cover  of  the  same 
London  fund.  The  paper  Joes  were  recalled  around  1840  and  payed  in 
Mexican  and  Spanish  silver  dollars  at  a rate  of  2 Guilders  to  the 
dollar  from  the  fund  in  London.  This  rate  was  established  by  Ordinance 
No.  1 of  1840  and  confirmed  the  traditional  mode  of  reckoning.

Information  submitted  on  Norwegian  Coal  Company  notes 

The  December  1978  issue  of  the  NI  BULLETIN  pictures  some  recent  scrip 


75 


of  the  Norwegian  coal  concession  on  Spitsbergen  (pp  384-385) . The 
question  about  these  notes  gives  the  impression  that  we  know  a great 
deal  about  the  Russian  issues  and  little  about  the  Norwegian  notes. 

The  fact  is  that  until  the  recent  article  in  the  NI  BULLETIN  (March 
1978,  pp  79-80)  by  Dr.  Igor  V.  Victorov-Orlov  giving  detail  information 
about  the  Russian  issues,  dates  and  denominations,  very  little  was 
known  about  the  Arcticugol  notes . Much  more  is  known  about  the  Nor- 
wegian issues  by  Store  Norske  Spitsbergen  Kulkompani  and  much  is  in- 
cluded in  Sieg's  SeddeVkatalog , Norden  1874-1976,  Frovin  Sieg,  Ulbjerg 
gl . Skole,  8832  Skals,  Denmark,  1976.  The  Norwegian  company  purchased 
the  mining  operation  from  an  American  company  out  of  Massachussets 
headed  by  Mr.  Longyear  of  which  the  main  town  on  Spitsbergen  is  now 
named.  They  issued  their  first  scrip  in  the  season  of  1916/17  with 
Series  "A,!  in  the  following  denominations:  10  & 50  0re,  1,  5 & 10 

Kroner  with  the  name  "Det  norske  Spitsbergensyndikat1' . They  have  con- 
tinued to  print  scrip  yearly  until  present  with  only  a few  exceptions, 
mainly  the  war  years.  In  1919/20,  series  D they  made  the  name  change 
to  Store  Norske  Spitsbergen  Kulkompani.  In  later  years  they  issued 
higher  denominations  with  500  and  1000  Kroner  notes  appearing  in  1946/47. 

One  other  country  has  been  involved  in  coal  production  on  Spitsbergen  - 
Sweden.  They  also  operated  in  the  early  20' s and  issued  scrip  in  two 
types:  I - Aktiebolaget  Spetsbergens  Svenska  Kolfalt,  II  - Svenska 

Stenkolsaktiebolaget , Spetsbergen. 

A Norwegian  company.  Kings  Bay  Kull  Comp.  A/S,  issued  scrip  from  1947/48, 
series  A to  1963/64,  series  N in  10,  25  & 50  0re,  1,  5,  10,  50  & 100 
Kroner . 

A number  of  other  coal  concessions  have  operated  over  the  years  on 
Spitsbergen  with  some  issuing  scrip.  New  knowledge  is  learned  all  the 
time  about  these  companies  and  their  issues.  There  is  Green-Harbour 
Kulgrubekompagni  issues  of  1919  we  know  of  along  with  Grumant  Co.  Coal 
Bay  (1920/21). 

The  following  is  a listing  of  the  issues  I have  in  my  personal  collec- 
tion. Other  denominations  in  each  series  probably  have  been  issued.

A peerless  pioneer  in  the  numismatic  world,  Dr.  Arnold  Keller  left  us 
with  a written  heritage  unequaled.  Perhaps  no  country  in  the  world 
reflects  the  vicissitudes  of  history  more  clearly  in  numismatics  than 
Germany.  Dr.  Keller's  stated  philosophy  of  collecting  and  research 
was  to  illustrate  the  financial  history  of  his  country  during  the  years 
following  1914.  In  this  he  succeeded  well,  and  his  books  and  articles 
reflect  this  philosophy.  The  serious  researcher  in  numismatics  cannot 
long  ignore  Dr.  Keller's  work,  especially  his  exhaustive  treatment  of 
notgeld.  His  works,  for  many  years  out  of  print,  are  happily  being 
up-dated  by  his  worthy  successors,  Herr  Albert  Pick  and  Herr  Carl 
Siemsen  and  reprinted  by  a Munich  firm.  It  is  hoped  that  all  of  Dr. 
Keller's  work  will  eventually  be  updated  and  reprinted,  to  include 
those  concerning  other  than  just  notgeld. 

The  following  bibliography  is  unfortunately  not  exhaustive  but  hope- 
fully it  provides  the  reader  with  an  overview  of  Dr.  Keller's  work.  It 
is  limited  by  lack  of  complete  references  and  is  in  need  of  augment- 
ation; the  author  would  be  very  grateful  for  further  listings. 

Meanwhile,  Dr.  Keller's  works  stand  as  a monument  to  his  great  pioneer- 
ing endeavors  to  which  all  numismatists  are  indebted  today.  Special 
thanks  is  extended  to  Herr  Albert  Pick  of  Munich  who  assisted  in  com- 
piling the  listings.

Many  fine  listings  of  the  Singapore  merchant  tokens  are  available. 
Scholten  , Pridmorez  and  Krause-Mishler^  have  all  covered  the  series. 
Scholten  was  thorough,  but  listed  many  varieties,  missing  many  others. 
Pridmore  has  far  too  many  insignificant  varieties.  Krause-Mishler 
missed  a few  main  types.  I have  therefore  made  a type  list  of  the  one 
and  two  keping  tokens,  based  on  Pridmore,  giving  cross-references  to 
the  other  two  writers.  I have  defined  a type  as  a variety  made  in 
some  quantity,  with  either  the  text  or  a significant  part  of  the  design 
distinguishing  it  from  all  other  types.  There  were  no  types  with  dif- 
ferent size  or  shape  of  planchet  or  different  metal  content  otherwise 
equal  to  other  types.  I found  four  groups  of  obverses:

There  are  also  a few  pieces  of  comparable  size  and  denomination  that 
must  nevertheless  be  considered  coins.  These  are  the  keping  of  Sarawak 
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(Yl) , the  Maluka  doits  (Cr.  11-15)  and  the  Sumatra  kepings  and  mul- 
tiples that  have  inspired  many  of  the  tokens  (Cr.  25-27). 

Lastly,  there  are  two  series  of  "tokens"  imitating  official  coins. 

First,  two  types  of  the  Netherlands  have  been  imitated  in  "German 
silver":  the  2 Stuiver  pieces  of  Holland  and  Utrecht  (Cr.  C8  & F8) . 

The  Holland  piece  is  dated  1791.  It  lacks  the  dot  after  the  A.  On 
the  1786  Utrecht  imitation  , the  lower  bar  of  the  E in  TRAIECTUM  is 
missing.  On  both  pieces  the  pearl  border  is  sometimes  lacking  (Prid. 
39-42).  Another  piece  in  this  series  is  the  1/4  Stuiver  1826  of  the 
Netherlands  East  Indies  (Cr.  65)  with  a pearl  border  , not  encountered 
on  the  original  pieces  (Prid.  43-44).  These  three  types  were  struck 
in  England.  They  generally  are  of  a better  execution  than  the  original 
coins. 

The  second  series  are  the  locally  manufactured  imitations  of  official 
coins.  They  are  rather  crude  and  easy  to  detect.  The  Sumatra  double 
kepings  and  Kepings  (Cr.  22,  25,  26)  as  well  as  the  reverse  of  the 
1804  Bombay  pice  (Cr.  587)  combined  with  token  reverse  2 (1  Keping 
1219)  and  the  1791-4  Bombay  pice  (Cr.  582)  are  known  to  have  been 
imitated  (Prid.  108-114). 

The  series  are  of  interest  and  still  rather  cheap.  Hopefully,  this 
short  introduction  will  clarify  collector's  views  on  them,  encourage 
further  study  and  prompt  review  of  some  token  listings. 

(Note:  For  those  of  you  comparing  this  listing  to  Scholten , it  should 
be  noted  that  Scholten  Nos.  999a  and  1003b  were  issued  only  in  Proof. 
Scholten  Nos.  990e,  998a,  1000a,  1001a  and  1002a  are  not  listed  in 
Pridmore  or  other  references  thought  to  be  accurate  and  probably  do 
not  exist.  The  photograph  of  990e  in  Scholten  could  easily  be  a 
mixup  of  obverse  and  reverse  photographs.  Scholten  Nos.  1006,  1007 
and  1008  would  not  have  been  made  in  quantity  and  do  not  meet  my 
criteria  as  a type.)

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NUMISMATIC  NOTES  - Spain,  Portugal,  Andorra

The  acute  shortage  of  Spanish  Pesetas  reported  by  Mr.  Robert  Clarke  in 
World  Coin  Hews  (Sept.  26,  1978)  was  not  found  in  October  or  November 
1978  and  may  have  been  minimized  by  the  Spanish  mint  by  that  time. 

After  spending  a month  on  the  Costa  del  Sol,  then  driving  through  the 
country  from  Algeciras  in  the  south  to  Santiago  de  Compostela  in  the 
north,  and  from  the  vicinity  of  Madrid  to  Zaragoza  and  Seo  de  Urgel 
we  encountered  no  shortage  of  change.  It  did  appear  the  Spanish  mint 
might  be  working  hard  to  place  into  circulation  the  new  coin  series  with 
the  bust  of  King  Juan  Carlos  to  replace  the  old  series  depicting  Gen- 
eral Franco.  Many  coins  of  the  new  series  in  AU  were  found  in  pocket 
change  daily,  although  the  older  series  continued  to  be  encountered. 

A few  Y-124  50  Centimos  in  aluminum  were  found,  usually  corroded  and 
almost  illegible.  The  1 Pesata  Y-125  in  aluminum-bronze  was  found 
frequently  as  was  the  5 Pesetas  Y-118  and  Y-119  25  Pesetas.  Less  fre- 
quently encountered  by  Y-120  o f 50  Pesetas  in  copper-nickel.  All  of 
the  Franco  coins  bore  the  ravages  of  long  circulation.  The  Y-121  10 
Centimos,  Y-115  and  Y-116  50  Centimos,  and  Y-114  2-1/2  Pesetas  were 
not  once  encountered  and  may  have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  or 
perhaps  disappeared  into  Spanish  collections.  The  latter  seems  prob- 
able in  view  of  growing  Spanish  numismatic  interest. 

The  new  series  depicting  King  Juan  Carlos  is  evidently  entering  cir- 
culation in  ever  increasing  numbers  as  many  more  of  them  were  encount- 
ered as  compared  to  the  previous  year.  Strangly,  no  Y-126  50  Centimos 
were  encountered  by  Y-127  1 Peseta  was  quite  common  and  about  3 out  of 
5 were  a bright  and  shiny  AU.  The  same  might  be  said  for  the  5 Peseta 
Y-128,  and  for  the  first  time  the  Y-129  25  Peseta  and  Y-130  50  Peseta 
coins  were  found  in  change.  However,  no  Y-131  100  Peseta  coins  were  en- 
countered . 

Banknotes  most  commonly  found  in  circulation  were  P-151  and  P-154  1000 
Peseta  notes  dated  1965  and  1971  respectively,  with  P-153  500  Peseta 
next  most  common.  Spanish  banks  have  a commendable  custom  of  enclosing 
4 1000  Peseta  notes  with  a fifth  folded  note  to  separate  into  groups 
of  5000  Pesetas  to  facilitate  counting,  a much  better  system  than  the 
mutilating  use  of  staples  seen  elsewhere.  The  new  5000  Peseta  note 
recently  released  depicting  King  Carlos  III  was  not  seen  in  circulation. 
Notes  usually  found  in  circulation  in  Spain  would  rarely  grade  above 
fine,  but  those  acquired  in  bank  exchange  outside  the  country  almost 
always  were  uncirculated  and  crisp. 

Portugal  was  traversed  from  Sagres  on  the  south  to  Valenca  do  Minho 
on  the  north,  including  visits  to  Lisbon,  Coimbra  and  Porto  enroute. 

It  is  a delightful  and  charming  country  with  a poor  but  proud  and 
industrious  populace. 

Circulating  coins  encountered  were  Y-71  10  Centavos  in  aluminum  dated 
1971  only,  Y-73  50  Centavos  in  bronze  dated  from  1970  to  1978,  2$50 
Escudos  in  copper-nickel  dated  from  1973  to  1978,  and  Y-68  5 Escudos 
in  nickel  dated  from  1970  to  1977.  No  other  coins  were  encountered 
including  the  YA-68  10$00  Escudo. 
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Circulating  paper  money  included  P-88  of  100  Escudos  Ouro,  P-98  500 
Escudos  Ouro,  the  latter  depicting  King  Joao  II,  in  the  higher  denomin- 
ations, while  P-70  in  20  Escudos  Ouro  and  P-80  50  Escudos  Ouro  with 
Queen  Isabella's  portrait  on  the  right  also  continue  to  circulate  for 
the  lower  denominations.  All  notes  encountered  also  would  grade  little 
better  than  VG,  as  all  showed  the  results  of  long  circulation. 

The  tiny  free  state  of  Andorra  in  the  eastern  Pyrenees  under  the  pro- 
tection of  France  and  the  Spanish  Bishop  of  Urgel  formerly  depended 
on  smuggling  and  grazing  sheep.  Today,  with  a population  of  about 
24,000  and  a total  area  of  492  Km  (190  square  miles),  Andorra  is  still 
largely  pastoral, but  it's  economy  is  no  longer  dominated  by  the  nation- 
al skill  of  smuggling.  It  is  enjoying  an  unprecedented  economic  boom 
which  is  changing  traditional  patterns  and  the  face  of  the  Principality 
which  has  existed  in  its  present  form  since  it  was  established  by 
treaty  between  the  Bishop  of  U rgel  and  Count  de  Foix  in  1278.  The  de- 
velopment of  hydroelectric  power,  ski  and  tourist  facilities  have  done 
much  to  create  change,  but  the  greatest  change  of  all  has  been  the 
advent  of  tax  free  consumer  goods  making  the  fine  art  of  smuggling 
obsolete  and  enticing  the  customer  now  to  travel  to  Andorra!  The  cap- 
ital Andorra  la  Vella  (pop.  9659)  is  located  in  a narrow  valley  at  1209 
meters  elevation  (3967  ft.)  and  both  sides  of  its  single  narrow  main 
street  are  lined  with  stores  purveying  an  endless  variety  of  tax  free 
goods  ranging  from  radios  to  liquors  from  all  over  the  world,  and  new 
hotels  are  mushrooming  in  an  endless  series  behind  the  lines  of  shops. 

A column  of  cars,  buses  and  other  vehicles  waited  in  a line  over  5 Km 
long  for  customs  clearance  back  into  Spain,  and  license  plates  were 
noted  from  every  part  of  Spain. 

There  were  no  formalities  entering  or  exiting  the  Principality  and  any 
currency  was  acceptable  as  long  as  it  was  money.  Prices  were  posted 
in  both  French  Francs  and  Spanish  Pesetas  on  all  goods  including  gaso- 
line. Andorra  has  never  issued  currency  except  a form  of  notgeld  dur- 
ing a brief  period  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War,  and  currencies 
of  its  mighty  neighbors  are  equally  acceptable  everywhere.  The  popu- 
lace is  obviously  prospering  under  the  dual  impact  of  hydroelectric 
power  development  and  tourism  dependent  on  tax  free  consumer  goods,  and 
the  rising  popularity  of  ski  resorts.

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Gold  Issues  of  the 
Turkish  Republic 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell,  Weeping  Water,  Nebraska,  NI  #LM12 


The  gold  coins  of  the  Turkish  Republic  consists  of  two  types,  each 
divided  into  two  varieties.  None  of  this  gold  ever  circulated,  even 
from  the  beginning  (1942/43).  First  there  are  the  routine  pieces 
which  have  been  issued  each  year  by  the  mint  in  denominations  of  25, 
50,  100,  250  and  500  piastres  to  correspond  with  the  issues  of  the 
old  empire.  They  have  been  struck  in  much  the  same  manner  as  the 
British  have  struck  sovereigns  most  years,  even  though  gold  has  not 
been  current  since  the  early  thirties.  These  coins  - in  the  style  of 
the  regnal  years  under  the  Sultanate  - have  been  dated  to  correspond 
with  the  year  of  the  republic,  which  began  in  1923.  Thus  1923/37  would 
be  1960  A.D.  and  the  western  dating  system  is  used  throughout  in  keep- 
ing with  the  Europeanization  program  which  Atatiirk  initiated. 

The  second  type  is  the  "monnaie  de  luxe",  large,  thin,  presentation 
pieces,  used  to  present  to  visiting  dignitaries,  friends,  and  so  on, 
in  much  the  same  tradition  as  was  the  practice  in  Persia  and  many  of 
the  Indian  Native  States.  Such  coins  are  a form  of  bullion  - they  too 
have  been  struck  in  25,  50,  100,  250  and  500  piastre  denominations. 

The  first  year  was  1942/43  in  World  War  II.  The  coins  are  dated  with 
the  year  of  issue  in  tiny  Roman  numerals  on  the  reverse,  immediately 
below  the  elaborate  legend  in  Ottoman  Turkish. 

The  cash  value  of  the  various  denominations  actually  varied  with  the 
fluctuations  in  the  price  of  gold.  The  mintage  varied  each  year  in 
the  same  way,  and  for  the  various  denominations.  Moreover,  the  quan- 
tity for  each  demonination  also  varied  each  year.  Not  too  many  of 
these  coins  are  seen  outside  Turkey.  Since  there  is  no  change  of 
design,  only  the  annual  date,  most  people  are  content  with  a single 
sample  of  each  type  for  their  collection. 

Each  type,  regular  and  de  luxe,  is  subdivided  into  two  types.  The 
routine  mintages , western  in  design,  lettering  and  dating,  have  a bust 
of  Atatiirk  or  Ismet  Inonu,  the  second  president  of  Turkey  (on  the 
death  of  Kemal  Atatiirk)  . The  issues  of  Ismet  were  struck  only  during 
the  years  he  was  president  (in  power) , 1943-1949/50) . Since  then  no 
president  of  Turkey  has  issued  any  gold  but  with  the  bust  of  Atatiirk. 
These  coins  are  dated  in  exactly  the  same  manner  as  those  of  Atatiirk, 
i.e.  the  year  of  the  republic.  Thus  1923/20  would  not  be  1920,  as 
sometimes  people  think  (the  republic  did  not  even  exist  then) , but 
would  be  1943. 

In  the  first  year  of  these  issues  (1943)  both  Atatiirk  and  Ismet  pieces 
were  struck.  Then  for  six  years  (no  21  years  pieces  were  struck)  only 
Ismet  coins.  After  Ismet's  replacement  as  president,  the  Atatiirk 
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pieces  began  again  - i.e.  1923/27  (1950).

For  the  de  luxe  issues,  Ataturk 
pieces  never  ceased  to  be  struck, 
though  in  some  cases  no  issues  have 
appeared  so  far  since  1974.  Here 
again,  for  Ismet,  the  pieces  were 
struck  during  the  years  of  his 
power  (1943/49-50).  Also,  the 
mintage  varied  from  year  to  year, 
and  for  each  denomination  in  a 
similar  manner. 

Not  all  of  the  dates  are  to  be 
found  on  the  non-Turkish  market,  or 
are  quoted  in  catalogues.  The 
catalogue  prices  vary  very  little, 
regardless  of  mintage.  The  mintage 
quantities  seem  to  make  no  differ- 
ence in  catalog  quotations,  though 
common  than  others. 


It  is  perhaps  worth  noticing  that  Krause-Mishler  does  not  classify 
the  Republic  gold  as  NCLT ; quite  correctly,  in  my  estimate,  because 
it  is  in  a category  of  its  own  and  never  was  CLT . The  only  coins 
Krause-Mishler  lists  in  its  NCLT  are  the  Abdul  Mecid  city  issue,  gold 
and  silver.  Some  of  these  did,  in  fact,  get  into  circulation  and  to 
the  individual  who  did  not  read  Ottoman  script,  the  difference  would 
not  have  been  noticed. 


In  some  ways  the  recent  silver  commemorative  issues  of  the  republic 
(10,  25  and  100  Lira),  and  gold  500  Lira  should  be  NCLT  as  they  were 
obtainable  only  at  a bank,  and  not  always  there. 

NOTE:  Yeoman's  Current  Coins  of  the  World,  6th  Edition  lists  the 

series  of  25  to  500  piastres  for  1943  on,  but  without  any  indication 
that  theire  is  a change  of  bust  at  a later  date;  in  fact  only  a revers 
side  is  illustrated.  The  catalog  also  omits  to  explain  that  for  1943 
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itself,  both  types  (Atatiirk,  Ismet)  are  found.  For  some  reason  the 
500  piastres  has  an  asterisk,  noting  it  as  a "Collectors'  Coin". 
Actually,  the  500  piastres  differs  in  no  way  from  the  other  denonin- 
ations  of  the  series;  they  all  may  be  regarded  as  that,  or,  more 
simply  as  bullion.  In  fact,  in  the  bullion  market  quotations,  it  is 
the  100  piastres  which  is  quoted.  The  value  of  each  of  the  others 
will  be  in  ratio  to  that.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  de  luxe  coins. 
Yeoman's  A Catalog  of  Modem  World  Coins  (brown  book),  10th  Edition, 
shows  Ismet 's  bust.  It  also  mentions  that  the  de  luxe  gold  was  issued 
under  both  Atatiirk  and  Ismet,  which  is  not  entirely  accurate  as  Atatiirk 
was  dead.

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Silver  Plate  or 
Silver  Wash?

Silver-plated  coins  or  fourr'ee  or  subaerati  are  found  among  Greek 
and  Roman  coins,  especially  in  Roman  denarii  of  the  Republic  and  early 
empire.  These  so-called  plated  coins  consist  of  a core  of  base  metal, 
such  as  copper,  and  are  coated  with  a thin  silver  plate  of  about  1/10 
to  2/10  millimeters.  It  has  been  established  that  these  coins  were 
not  made  by  counterfeiters,  but  were  official  coins  made  by  the  mints 
to  save  money  for  the  ruling  authority.  Of  course  when  the  plate  wore 
through  the  coin  would  not  be  acceptable  in  trade.  This  is  the  reason 
that  there  are  numerous  test  cuts  on  the  Greek  and  early  Roman  coins. 
These  plated  coins  are  not  found  in  later  Roman  coins  as  the  debase- 
ment of  the  metal  was  found  to  be  easier  and  cheaper.  The  deterior- 
ation of  the  denarius  by  debasement  from  Nero  on  and  the  antoninianus 
from  Caracalla  on,  was  rapid  and  both  became  copper  coins  with  a wash 
of  silver  too  thin  to  mention. 

Several  methods  of  plating  were  used  by  the  ancients,  depending  on 
the  time  and  location.  One  method  used  by  the  early  Greeks  was  to 
sprinkle  the  copper  core  with  powdered  or  finely  divided  silver  or 
copper-silver  alloy  and  heating  with  a flux  until  the  powder  melted 
and  ran  over  the  surface  of  the  planchet . Silver  melts  at  961°C  and 
copper  at  1083°C  and  the  temperature  reached  in  the  ovens  used  for 
baking  their  clay  vessels  was  about  1000°C,  so  this  could  be  done 
easily.  The  fact  that  a copper  rich  silver  alloy  melts  at  a lower 
temperature  than  either  of  the  constituents  was  also  known  by  the 
ancients.  Another  method  used  was  what  is  now  known  as  the  "Sheffield 
Plate"  method,  in  which  a coating  or  sheet  of  silver  is  attached  to 
a copper  core  by  heating  the  two  in  close  contact  to  a temperature 
at  which  they  firmly  adhere  to  each  other,  which  is  less  than  the 
melting  point  of  either.  Yet  another  method  used  was  where  discs  of 
thin  silver  were  cupped  or  dished  over  the  copper  blanks,  then  the 
edges  flattened  over  till  they  roughly  met  near  the  center  of  the 
edge  where  silver  solder  was  applied  and  the  whole  heated  until  the 
solder  flowed  easily.  Sometimes  small  amounts  of  silver  solder  was 
applied  inside  the  silver  cups  also.  All  of  the  above  methods  have 
been  deduced  from  the  microscopic  examination  of  numerous  examples  of 
Green  and  Roman  fourr'ee  by  metalurgists  and  then  checked  by  experi- 
mentation.* 

Regardless  of  the  plating  method,  the  planchets  were  prepared  first, 
then  struck  with  the  same  dies  used  for  the  good  silver  coins.  Thus 
we  have  what  could  be  termed  "Official  Counterfeits".  Numerous 
planchets  could  be  prepared  at  once  by  any  of  the  methods  mentioned

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with  no  technical  difficulties. 


Some  have  suggested  that  this  plating  was  accomplished  by  immersing 
red-hot  copper  in  molten  silver.  This  method  seems  impossible,  as 
such  a coating  would  not  be  uniform,  and  the  manner  of  immersion  can- 
not be  explained.  The  coins  or  planchets  could  be  dipped  only  by 
means  of  a tweezer  instrument  or  by  a wire.  In  each  case  there  would 
be  places  on  the  planchet  where  the  instrument  or  wire  would  touch 
and  not  be  plated.  Also  a considerable  quantity  of  molten  silver 
would  be  necessary,  otherwise  the  silver  would  cool  down  and  freeze 
when  the  copper  planchet  was  being  dipped.  The  coin  blank  could  be 
dipped  into  a copper  rich  silver  eutectic  of  72%  silver  which  has  a 
melting  point  of  778°C,  if  enough  eutectic  were  held  at  about  800°C 
or  above.  Of  course  the  area  under  the  forceps  would  not  be  plated. 
This  dipping  method  may  have  been  used  at  one  time  by  the  ancient 
Greeks  of  Neapolis,  but  only  to  cover  the  copper  core  with  the  sil- 
ver solder  to  hold  the  pure  silver  cups  that  were  applied  over  the 
eutectic.  Several  specimens  examined  by  Campbell  showed  this  dis- 
tinct two  different  layer  coatings.  The  inner  coat  of  copper  rich 
silver  eutectic  with  no  seams  and  the  outer  coat  of  overlapping 
silver  cups. 

Later,  when  silver  had  not  been  in  general  use  for  some  time,  and 
the  thick  silver  plating  processes  had  probably  been  forgotten, 
copper  coins  with  a thin  silver  wash  were  issued.  Gallienus  circu- 
lated bronze  pieces  of  a small  module  with  a slight  silvery  wash. 

Even  Aurelian  in  his  ref orm  of  the  coinage,  restored  the  autoninianus 
to  something  like  its  original  size,  but  did  nothing  to  increase  its 
silver  content.  The  most  important  changes  of  Diocletian's  reform 
was  the  introduction  of  two  new  denominations,  the  Argenteus,  a silver 
coin  of  approximately  the  same  fineness  and  weight  as  the  Denarii  of 
Nero,  and  the  Follis,  a coin  of  silver  washed  bronze  resembling  the 
As  of  the  earlier  empire.  Other  silver  washed  coins  were  issued  by 
different  emperors,  but  good  silver  was  not  struck  in  appreciable 
amounts  again. 

These  so-called  silver  wash  coins  were  made  by  placing  the  newly 
struck  copper  or  bronze  coins  in  vats  of  dilute  acid  along  with  a 
small  amount  of  pure  silver.  The  silver  would  be  plated  on  the  copper 
or  bronze  by  electrolysis.  Of  course  without  an  external  electrical 
current,  the  process  was  slow  and  the  plating  was  extremely  thin. 

This  same  process  of  electroplating  has  been  noted  by  collectors 
today,  who  have  tried  to  clean  copper  or  bronze  coins  in  coin  cleaner 
that  was  first  used  on  silver .

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

A Catalog  of  MODERN  WORLD  COINS.  1850-1964 , by  R.  S.  Yeoman.  12th 
Edition.  Published  by  Western  Publishing  Co.,  Racine,  Wise.  $5.95. 

This  latest  edition  of  Yeoman's  work  will  be  welcomed  by  collectors 
who  are  primarilly  interested  in  coins  of  the  20th  and  late  19th  cen- 
turies. Its  relatively  low  price  and  size  make  it  competitive  with 
the  big  annual  Krause-Mishler  catalog  which  is  a heavy  expense  for 
many  collectors  who  are  not  interested  in  earlier  issues.  This  is 
made  possible  both  by  size  and  soft  cover.  The  quality  of  the  paper 
is  much  superior  and  this  makes  the  illustrations,  for  the  most  part, 
much  clearer. 

It  has  the  usual  main  collector  aids  such  as  the  various  dating  systems 
in  use  in  different  parts  of  the  world.  It  also  explains  the  listings 
and  valuations.  It  is  important  to  remember  in  this  latter  case  these 
represent  what  you  may  expect  to  pay  for  a very  fine  specimen  coins, 
never  what  you  may  hope  to  get  when  selling. 

The  numbering  system  is  important  as  it  was  the  first  established  on  a 
regular  basis  as  in  a stamp  catalog.  Sometimes  it  has  been  necessary 
to  insert  a coin  in  an  already  accepted  sequence.  In  such  case  it  is 
numbered  with  an  A,  B,  etc.  Where  the  entire  numbering  has  had  to  be 
changed  the  old  numbers  are  given  in  parenthesis. 

Countries  are  arranged  in  strict  alphabetical  order  though  it  should 
be  noted  that  all  the  Indian  Native  States  are  listed  immediately 
after  India.  Many  countries,  apparently,  are  missing.  These  are  those 
which  have  come  into  being  since  1960  and  this  fact  needs  to  be  born 
in  mind.  These  will  be  found  in  a companion  publication,  CURRENT  COINS 
OF  THE  WORLD.  This  has  the  great  advantage  that  the  collector  has  one 
reasonably  permanent  catalog  and  only  one  shorter  (and  hence  much  less 
expensive)  to  keep  buying  at  regular  intervals.  In  many  ways  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  coins  is  more  convenient  than  Krause-Mishler  because 
each  series  is  listed  as  it  comes  out:  not  by  denominational  values. 

For  clarity,  usefulness  and  arrangement,  as  well  as  to  price,  this 
catalog  is  ideal  for  beginning  collectors  of  modern  coins. 

There  are  497  pages  of  text  and  14  pages  of  miscellaneous  information 
including  the  index.  It  has  an  alphabetical  list  of  world  denominations 
(for  the  periods  covered)  and  an  essay  on  the  Precious  Metal  Content 
(silver,  then  gold)  of  the  world's  coinage.  Since  silver  was  largely 
used  all  over  the  world  until  World  War  II,  the  silver  section  is  of 
both  interest  and  importance.

In  the  preface  of  this  new  work,  published  in  November  1978,  the  author 
states  "The  aim  of  this  book  is  to  give  a basic  knowledge  to  the  young 
numismatist  to  help  him  decide  by  himself  the  various  conditions  of 
coins  and  banknotes  in  his  collection.". 

Enlarged  clear  photos  of  both  sides  of  all  denominations  of  coins  are 
used  to  illustrate  various  grades  for  each  monarch.  Unfortunately, 
only  a few  grades  are  given  for  each  monarch  for  each  denomination  so 
it  is  difficult  to  get  a clear  idea  of  all  grades  from  fair  through 
uncirculated,  for  any  one  monarch.  The  diameter,  metal,  condition  and 
in  some  cases  an  explanation  of  critical  areas  of  wear  are  given  in 
the  text  under  each  photo.  Arrows  on  the  photos  point  out  engravers 
initials  and  mint  marks. 

One  of  the  most  useful  and  informative  parts  of  the  book  are  enlarged 
photos  of  6 forgeries  (Straits  Settlements  1845  l/2q  , 1901  l/4c,  1887 
l/2<?  and  1901  50q , and  Sarawak  1841  1 Keping  and  1941  lc)  and  their 
genuine  counterparts  with  detailed  text  explaining  the  important  dis- 
tinguishing features  on  the  forgeries. 

Charts  with  date  lists  for  the  coinages  of  the  countries  covered  in 
the  book  are  included. 

The  section  on  banknote  grading  is  more  satisfactory  as  all  grades  of 
preservation  are  covered  by  photos  in  one  section  including  intermediate 
grades  such  as  About  VE  and  About  EF.  A photo  of  a forged  1935  $5.00 
notes  as  well  as  the  genuine  note  is  illustrated. 

Six  general  information  type  appendices  at  the  end  of  the  book  cover: 
cleaning  coins  and  improving  banknotes,  preservation  of  coins  and  bank- 
notes, mint  marks  and  engravers  initials  on  Malaysian  coins,  type  of 
edges  on  Malaysian  coins,  common  numismatic  terms,  and  a brief  note  on 
the  Malaysia  Numismatic  Society.

This  just  published  encyclopedia  of  numismatics  is  unquestionably  the 
most  complete  specialized  book  so  far  available. 

Listings  are  alphabetized  and  incredibly  concise  and  compact,  compress- 
ing an  amazing  amount  of  information  into  a single  volume.  Well  illus- 
trated with  numerous  high  quality  photographs  of  entries  in  the  text  as 
well  as  interesting  and  pertinent  other  reproductions,  it  covers  every 
phase  of  numismatics  litereally  from  A to  Z . Tables  in  the  back  in- 
clude various  types  of  script  found  on  coins  from  Hebrew  to  Chinese, 
tables  of  weights  and  measures,  various  national  world  monetary  units, 
a detailed  list  of  all  major  collections  around  the  world  and  other 
useful  data.  A monumental  and  very  lengthy  bibliography  is  also  included 

The  author,  Tyll  Kroha,  is  curator  of  the  Historical  Money  Collection  of

In  a continuation  of  the  series  originally  begun  by  Verlag  Proh  of 
Berlin,  Herr  Meyer  is  well  known  for  earlier  notgeld  booklets  in  this 
series  such  as  those  for  Schlesien  and  Thuringen.  The  printing  services 
of  Proh  were  assumed  by  Verlag  Duetsche  Miinze  last  year  who  are  carry- 
ing on  the  traditions  of  publishing  works  on  notgeld  which  should  be 
welcomed  by  notgeld  collectors  and  researchers  alike. 

These  little  volumes  do  not  replace  the  works  of  the  late  Dr.  Keller 
but  they  do  supplement  them,  being  thoroughly  researched  and  profusely 
illustrated.  This  addition  to  the  series  on  the  issues  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Saxony  is  of  the  same  high  quality.  Completed  in  1976,  various 
problems  unfortunately  delayed  publication  until  now.  However,  col- 
lectors of  notgeld  will  undoubtedly  be  grateful  for  the  final  appear- 
ance of  this  little  volume,  especially  as  Saxony  was  the  province 
where  so  much  notgeld  was  produced.  Due  to  the  strong  industrial  base 
which  genuinely  needed  notgeld  to  maintain  its  commercial  activity  an 
amazing  quantity  and  variety  of  Saxon  notgeld  appeared.  Many  issues 
are  still  being  discovered  and  the  author  admits  a complete  listing 
is  probably  impossible.  Nonetheless,  this  little  book  goes  far  towards 
the  listing  and  cataloging  it  and  spaces  are  provided  for  the  addition- 
al listing  of  newly  discovered  issues  in  the  future.  The  illustrations, 
as  always,  are  numerous,  of  high  quality  and  useful  to  the  average 
collector.  Although  written  in  German  the  listings  are  easy  to  follow. 

Although  admittedly  incomplete,  this  little  book  is  an  indispensable 
adjunct  to  both  the  serious  notgeld  collector  and  researcher.

LES  MONNAIES  DE  LA  PHINCIPA  UTE  D' ORANGE  SOUS  LA  MAISON  DE  NASSAU, 
by  Dr.  H.  J.  van  der  Viel.  Amsterdam  1977.  Soft  Cover,  16  x 24  cm , 
59pp,  8 plates.  French  and  Dutch  Text. 

This  is  an  excellent  research  paper  on  the  coins  of  the  Principality 
of  Orange  under  the  House  of  Nassau.  It  consists  of  an  introduction 
and  a catalog.  The  introduction  has  departments  on  the  historical 
background,  the  portraits  - these  are  practically  the  only  coins 
showing  portraits  of  Dutch  stadtholders  -,  heraldry,  monetary  marks, 
officers  of  the  Mint  and  laws  and  regulations  concerning  this  coinage 
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The  introduction  is  concluded  by  a bibliography,  three  historical  docu- 
ments and  a family  tree  of  the  House  of  Orange. 

In  the  catalog  part  main  types  are  numbered,  varieties  have  a letter 
added.  Types  are  cross-indexed  to  MONNAIES  FtODALES  BE  FRANCE , by 
F.  Poey  d'Avant  (Paris  1858-1862)  , making  clear  that  many  new  types 
have  been  discovered.  Information  is  given  on  dates,  metal,  weight 
and  where  the  piece  was  found.  Designs  are  described,  texts  and  punc- 
tuations given  and  explained.  A survey  of  emissions  concluded  the 
catalog. 

In  a very  short  time  this  book  has  become  the  standard  reference  for 
the  coins  it  treats,  which  indicates  how  much  of  a numismatic  void  it 
has  filled.  The  text  and  catalog  are  well  researched  and  updates  in 
print  knowledge  on  this  coin  series.  The  book  should  be  of  interest 
both  to  collectors  of  Dutch  and  French  pieces  between  1544  and  1684 
and  is  indispensible  for  specialists  on  the  series.

This  is  the  first  edition  to  be  produced  by  computer.  It  is  divided 
into  Greek;  Celtic;  Roman;  Byzantine;  Oriental  (Afghanistan  to  China!); 
British-Irish;  Continental  Hoards.  510  old  and  new  hoards  are  listed. 
In  most  cases  it  is  just  a notation  of  essential  details  where  known. 

Main  hoards  which  are  written  up  in  detail  are:  Thessaly  (2),  Catania, 

Piraeus  (owls) , Attica  (imperial  bronzes)  ; Turkey  aureii  ; Golan  Heights 
(plate  only);  Sardinia  (Ae  Maurice  Tiberius  to  Justinian  II,  2nd  reign) 
Chios,  Ar  of  Andronikus  III  & John  V;  India  (Magadha  Ar  punchmark, 
early);  Peshawar,  (Indo-Scythian  77  illustrated);  Partia  (Afghanistan) 
Au  Hindu  Type;  Gampola  (Ceylon)  , European  and  Persian);  England,  Au 
15th  C.  These  last  two  are  the  most  recent  types.  All  plates  are 
excellent.  There  is  something  for  all  collectors  and  students,  other 
than  those  collecting  16th  C.  on.

THE  ANCIENT  AND  CLASSICAL  WOULD  GOO  B.C.  - A.D.  650 , by  Michael  Mitch- 
iner.  760pp,  with  over  11,000  photographs.  Library-style  cloth  bind- 
ing. 8-1/2"  x 12"  x 2-1/4".  Published  by  HAUKINS  PUBLICATIONS,  dis- 
tributed by  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  London.  $90.00.  (Also  available  to  NI 
members  with  North  American  addresses  from  Scott  Semans,  P.  0.

Mitchiner's  second  volume  of  ORIENTAL  COINS  AND  THEIR  VALDES  is  another 
remarkable  accomplishment,  in  which  over  five  thousand  coins  of  three 
hundred  dynasties,  from  the  author's  own  collection  and  specimens  from 
various  collectors  and  dealers,  have  been  photographed  in  natural  size, 
with  some  enlargements,  which  show  very  clearly  the  obverses  and  re- 
verses of  each  coin.  There  are  numerous  line  drawings  of  ornaments, 
and  the  coin  inscriptions  are  in  the  original  script  alongside  trans- 
literations or  translations  where  relevant,  beside  each  coin  illus- 
tration. 

It  seems  to  this  writer  that  only  a dedicated  collector  and  confident 
numismatist  could  plan  such  a comprehensive  work  which  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  any  collector  or  dealer  concerned  with  the  types  of 
the  world's  earliest  coins,  and  their  use  and  development  in  the  first 
one  thousand  years  in  the  Ancient  and  Classical  Orient. 

Many  readers  who  are  familiar  with  the  first  one-volume  work  in  this 
series  - THE  WORLD  OF  ISLAlt  - will  know  the  author's  supreme  talent  in 
presenting  a mass  of  facts,  coin  evidence  together  with  the  historical 
background  of  the  various  dynasties,  in  a simple  clear  manner  for  ready 
reference.  This  volume  two,  published  just  one  year  later  is  equally 
admirable  and  by  its  very  subject  matter  should  have  broad  appeal  and 
success  it  richly  deserves. 

The  coins  presented  in  this  volume  range  in  date  from  some  of  the  earl- 
iest Chinese  issues  produced  during  the  8th  century  B.C.  down  to  the 
Siamese  specimens  coined  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  Sukothai 
kingdom  in  the  thirteenth  century  A.D.  But  the  great  majority  of 
issues  catalogued  were  produced  from  the  6th  century  B.C.,  when  coinage 
became  well  established  in  many  Greek  and  Indian  states,  until  the  mid- 
dle of  the  7th  century  A.D.  when  major  changes  occurred  in  many  parts 
of  the  eastern  world. 

The  geographical  area  ranges  from  the  Atlantic  seaboard  where  some 
Punic  and  Celtic  series  were  struck,  eastwards  to  the  Shantung  peninsula 
in  China  where  various  series  of  "knife"  money  were  cast.  To  the 
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north  where  the  Indo-European  peoples  lived,  and  later  where  the  Turko- 
Mongol  peoples  conquered  and  spread  leaving  their  impact  upon  the  urban- 
ised lands  in  the  south.  And,  further  south  where  the  various  kingdoms 
that  stretched  from  the  Greek  city  states  of  the  north-east  Mediter- 
ranean, the  Phoenician  dominions,  and  eastwards  to  the  Iranian-Afghan 
plateau  and  northern  India.  Dealt  with  separately  are  the  kingdoms  of 
India  and  Ceylon,  and  the  early  states  of  South  East  Asia  and  Indonesia 
linking  south-India  and  China. 

To  enable  collectors  to  judge  more  specifically  the  series  in  which 
they  are  specialising,  here  is  a brief  survey  of  the  contents  of  this 
new  volume: 

1.  In  the  first  fifty-six  pages  of  the  part  1 of  the  catalogue 
portion,  the  Origin  of  Western  coinage  is  discussed  and  its 
early  spread  up  to  450  B.C.  The  Persian  Empire,  Phoenician 
in  the  West,  Alexander  the  Great  and  the  Hellenistic  Kingdoms 
and  Coming  of  Rome  are  illustrated  by  313  coin  specimens  of 
which  eight  are  of  the  Jewish  princes. 

A short  survey  of  the  Celts  and  Scythians  living  along  the 
urbanised  northern  borders  from  Britain  to  China  is  repres- 
ented by  43  specimens. 

There  are  5 pages  devoted  to  the  Arabian  peninsula  with  Ethi- 
opia (in  fact  59  coins  of  Axum  comprise  a choice  selection) . 

A most  detailed  and  excellent  section  of  the  Parthians  follows, 
with  over  300  coins  illustrated  including  twenty-nine  pages 
of  text  with  tables.  Another  fine  "monograph"  deals  with  the 
Sassanian  Empire  complete  with  text,  map  and  mint  organisation 
and  a catalogue  of  624  coins  illustrated.  This  is  followed 
by  an  interesting  section  on  the  White  Huns  (Hephalites)  in 
sixteen  pages  illustrated  by  over  500  coins.  Seven  pages  con- 
tain information  on  the  Khanate  of  the  Western  Turks  and  its 
progeny  states  with  45  coins  shown. 

The  author  finishes  the  presentation  in  part  1,  with  one  hund- 
red and  thirty  five  pages  devoted  to  the  Indo-Greeks  and  their 
neighbours;  the  Indo-Scythian  dynasties  and  Indo-Greeks  and 
Sakas  in  Saurashtra  and  environs.  It  is  only  natural  that 
the  author  should  give  preferential  treatment  to  this  series  in 
which  he  is  expert,  and  draw  upon  material  used  in  his  earlier 
nine-volume  work. 

2.  A fair  portion  of  this  part  deals  with  the  Kushans  and  their 
neighbours  and  successors,  well  documented  on  113  paget,  with 
nearly  one  thousand  illustrations  of  good  coin  specimens. 

The  Indian  sub-continent  is  adequately  covered  in  the  129 
pages  with  over  1300  specimens  shown,  representing  the  Ancient 
Indian  period  c. 660-321  B.C.  during  the  pre-Mauryan  period, 
and  the  Empire  itself,  The  Sugas,  and  Northern  India  after  the 
Mauryan  period.  The  Ganges  valley  and  adjacent  regions,  the 
Gupta  Empire  and  its  successors.  In  addition  the  Deccan, 
Peninsular  India  and  Ceylon  c.200  to  A.D.  225  is  completed 

by  a survey  of  the  Deccan  after  the  Andhras. 

The  next  twenty-two  pages  dealing  with  South  East  Asian  coin- 
age form  the  most  detailed  catalogue  of  the  pre-Thai  period 
issues  and  is  illustrated  by  160  coins  of  the  Arakan,  flon 
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Kingdom,  Funan  (Cambodia),  Candras  and  the  later  coinage  of 
the  Khmer  and  Malay  peninsula. 

He  gives  only  thirty  pages  to  the  early  coins  of  China  with 
143  specimens  illustrated,  and  ends  the  second  part  with  a 
note  on  the  early  use  of  miniaturised  utensils  as  currency 
outside  China  (the  Aztec  "hoe")  and  with  some  Seals  and  Seal- 
ings (Punjab,  Hellenistic,  Sassanian,  Kushan,  etc.)  of  which 
there  are  28  specimens  illustrated. 

Apart  from  the  preface,  and  introduction  in  this  new  work,  there  are 
eight  pages  of  scripts  found  on  the  coins,  alphabetic  and  syllabic, 
and  three  appendices:  first,  dealing  with  Coin  Weights  which  are  given 

in  grammes,  this  information  fills  eight  pages;  second,  the  source  of 
the  coins  catalogued,  3500  coins  from  the  author's  own  collection  are 
supplemented  by  specimens  from  thirty  collectors  and  dealers  in  this 
country  and  in  Europe;  and  third,  a carefully  arranged  list  of  current 
values  printed  on  thirteen  pages.  The  amounts  are  given  in  pounds 
sterling  and  he  notes  that  they  are  for  "extra  fine"  gold  pieces, 

'very  fine"  silver,  and  "fine"  copper. 

A select  bibliography  of  1500  publications  which  the  author  has  con- 
sulted, is  a good  survey  of  the  literature  of  the  relevant  coinage  dis- 
cussed, and  to  some  extent  aspects  of  background  history. 

Users,  especially  librarians,  will  be  delighted  with  the  excellent 
Index  of  over  950  names  which  appears  to  be  accurate  and  fine  for  quick 
reference. 

If  it  weren't  for  the  bulk  it  might  well  be  named  the  'indispensable 
vade-mecum"  of  ancient  coinage.  It  certainly  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
writer  the  essential  "single  volume"  reference  work  on  the  subject. 

It  is  recommended  for  purchase  by  serious  collectors,  all  major  librar- 
ies, and  should  be  acquired  by  every  coin-club  in  the  country  as  well 
as  dealers  in  ancient  coins.

INFLATION  AND  COIN  COLLECTING

There  is  nothing  unsound  or  shaky  about  investing  a very  minor  portion 
of  one's  savings  in  coins  for  some  protection  against  inflation.  There 
are  coins,  medals  and  tokens  being  currently  manufactured  and  in  limit- 
ed editions  or  mintage,  true.  Unfortunately  the  manufacturers  have  not 
yet  devised  any  effective  machinery  to  create  demand  for  their  products. 
Until  they  do,  it  is  likely  far  safer  to  invest  in  old  coins,  medals 
and  tokens  that  are  proven  in  performance. 

Again,  many  collectors  do  not  use  numismatics  as  a vehicle  for  financial 
gain,  having  arranged  other  devices  to  cope  with  future  inflation.  To 
them,  numismatics  is  not  just  fun  but  sheer  delight.  The  fascination 
of  acquiring  hundreds  or  thousands  of  low  priced  minor  coins,  old  and 
new,  becomes  a labor  of  love.
